John McDonnel, pro- 
prietor of a stationery store at 07 Nassau 
street, New Yoik, swoie tbat Pulle and 
Scliofield came into his place dining the af- 
ternoon of August 28 and inquired foi seals 
bearing au old English "D." Thoy pur- 
chased four seals. There was an old gen- 
tleman in their company, but the wilnesi 
could not say that Dickerson was the man 
Just here Judge Briggs, who had been over- 
looking a pile of law books iccalled Hellings 
and asked Lim if he believed in a Supreme

On the (lay of Robert Wbit 
aker's death some one told liim of tlie acci 
dent, and afiemards, when Pulle came i 
the saloon, he spoke in tlie lalter's piesenc 
ofthe terrible accident at Hollingsbead's cor- 
ner, lie is not certain tbat Pnlle made an 
lemaiked, but subsequently Pulle said tha 
Wliitaker bad left a good «i ill. 


In August last Uellings furllier alleged h 


went to New Yoik on business, and ther 
lo his surprise, he found himself in the com 
pany with Scliofield, Vanarsdalen, James B 
Reed and Heiman C. Pulte. Togethei the 
went to French's Ilotel. While llieie Hell 
ings did not see Wm. R. Dickeison, but h 
saw Joseph Diekersou, brolbcr to the piis 
oner, speaking to Pulte on t»o occasions 
Together wilh Reed, Pulte and Scliofield h 
went lo a place on Nassau street, whei 
four seals weie purchased. Two of them 
hat1 the letler " D " on them, one. bore th 
letter " S," and another of some sorl wa 
thiown in. The seal found in Dickerson' 
pocket, when arrested, looked like one o 
them. There vieie also some paper an 
tape bought in New Yoik, and wlien Ib 
Whitakcr will was shown the witness h 
said the paper and tape of the will were siui 
lar to those purchased.

A Desperate and Determined Mob—Can 
nun ii»e<] to lutimidutii the AutUori 
lies. 


MOUNT YKHNON, Ind., Oct. IS.—Tb 


place has forseveul days been in the wildes 
state ol excitement over a series of disgust 
ing crimes aud tragic levengcs. On Monda; 
night, at 11 o'lock, a party of seven or eigh 
negroes, lawless anil drunk, \vent to a il's 
orderly house in thu oulbknlsot 
I he tow i 


ransacked I he house, for. plunder, and bru- 
tally assaulted tinee gills who note hv.ng 
there. 
Next morning the officers quietly ar- 


rested four of tbe men, named Good, Hop- 
kins, Warner, William Chatnbeis. At night, 
Deputy Sheriil O. S. Thomas went lo Ibe 
bouse of Dan 11 arris, a negro sixty years 
old, with a warrant for his son. 
He was 10- 


fused admittance. 
Thomas then wont to a 


side window to pailey, when a double b.ir- 
lelied shot-gun was pushed out and dis- 
chaiged within three feet of Tbomas, eigh- 
teen.buckshot sinking him in the face aud 
hieast and cutling his jugular vein. 
He 


staggered u few feet, and fell dead without a 


iig^le. The officers assisting him lushed 


into the house aud secured the old man, but 
the son was not there, Hams was locked 
up with tbe others. 


In the morning a mob galheied about the 


tbe jai! and demanded the piisoneis, but tbe 
ofticeis lefused. 
The mob concluded to 


wait until night (Friday), hefoie proceeding 
ftiither. 
A colored man, who was in tbe 


mob and talked freely in defence of tne nu- 
proes, was shot and wounded in the neck. 
He will recover. 
Early in the day telegrams 


were sent to Evansville, wheie many leading 
citizens were attending the United States 
Court, and it was lumored that Governor 
Williams had determined to send the Evans- 
ville Killes and Light Guard and tho militia. 
Tl'is news put the mob in a frenzy of ex- 
cileoient. Two hundred men well-armed, 
weie stationed at the depot lo pievent the 
militia from leaving the cars. A cannon 
was brought out and planted in fcpnt of the 
Court Ilouse, facing tlie street lo the depot. 
The miltia did not come, aud the excite- 
ment on that score subsided, though, the 
armed mob kept its positlou in front of the 
jail all day. 


At 10 o'clock Friday evening one hun- 


dred masked men fired upon the officers 
around the Jail, and enteied the building, 
and my'means of a sledge-hammer and crow- 
bar, gained access to the pi isoners; the lat- 
ter in fue meantime playing and singing 
most earnestly. Tbe old man, Hanis, who 
had been wounded when Sueriu" Thomas 
was shot, was lying upon a pallet, apparent- 
ly indifferent to bis end. One of the masked 
men seized him by the throat aud plunged a 
knife into his heait. 


At 11 o'clock the four neciocs, wWi ropes 


around their necks, were led out upon the 
square, under a locust tree, when the ropes 
were thrown over the limbs cf the tree, and 
all four of them were hung. Good, one of 
the negroes, was pardoned out of the peni- 
lentiaiy thiee months ago, after serving a 
sentence. Win. Chambers had been ac- 
quitted of the miwder of Patrick Mullen 
four days previously.
